Two Youths Sought by 
Police for Murder 
In Minnesota

tonight for the hammer slaying of 
an elderly Fergus Kail« dentist, 
whose body was found on a river 
hank today with his skull crushed. 


T w o glittering 
diamonds

of the victim. Dr. John Schacht, 
about 55, a bachelor. 
Ho had set 
out last night to collect some pa­ 
tients' hills and was killed on a 
road live miles south "t here. 


Operatives of the state crime 
bureau pressed a search with local 
authorities for Palmer Swenson, 
1!*, and 
Robert 
Palinquist. 28, 
both of Fergus Kalis. 
They wore 
the last persons seen 
with 
Dr. 
Schacht, before he was beaten to 
death with a hammer 
according 
to Melvin C. Passolt, crime bureau 
superintendent. 


Dloo'd on the road four miles 
south, Dr. Schacht’s unexplained 
absence ovor night, and tears ot 
friends 
lie 
had 
been kidnaped 
prompted Sheriff J. C 
Henkes of 
Otter Tail county to bring the fed­ 
eral depart merit of j u s t i c e at St. 
Paul into the hunt. 
Two youths 
on a fishing trip found the body 
by the Otter Tail river. 


While authorities sought Swen­ 
son and Palmquist. acquaintances 
of tho pair expressed astonishment 
at their alleged connection with 
tho crime.

(’orn growers who 
face 
fhe 
n,iop},slty of finding satisfactory 
seed stipplies for next year will, 
in many cases, find the answer 
to their problem in their own or 
their neighliors’ corn cribs, where worlds largest group of islands. 
100 millions of bushels 
of 
the 
I93:i corn crop are stored. 
'I'he 
dro\ith has so rediueil this year’s 
crop that officials of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture 
are 
strongly urging farmers in 
the 
drouth sections lo make arrange­ 
ments immediately for seed sup­ 
plies of locally adapted varieties. 


In njost ('ases the problem of 
obtainiTtg good seed corn can bn 
handled locally, in the opinion of 
the corn specialists of fitireau of 
Plant Industry. 
In almost every 
community, they say. 
there 
is 
enough good seed corn now avail­ 
able for fhe farmers of that com­ 
munity. 
Farmers should 
make 
arrangements for seed 
supplies 
right away, as much of this 193 3 
corn will be fed this winter. 


On farms where part of the 
19.’{.'l crop is stored under 
Gov­ 
ern men f seal I here will ho no seed 
problem. One of the requirements 
for a (¡overnment loan on corn 
was the signiag of a 
corn-hog 
contract. 
Every farm er who has 
corn under seal will get benefit 
payments from the A, A. A. Many 
farm ers 
expect 
to 
use 
these 
checks to pay off a part or all of 
their corn loans. 
Corn for seed 
usually sella at somewhat higher 
than Ihe regular grain prices, so 
the farmer who has good seed 
corn for sale Is In a fortunate po­ 
sition. 


If farmers will begin at once 
to locale seed for 
next 
spring 
there is no reason for an acute 
situation to develop relative 
to 
seed corn supplies because a bush­ 
el of corn will plant six or seven 
acres, whereas several times this 
quantity is needed for the other 
cereal grains.

plants 80 acres of corn he will

days prior to election. 


At least four parties will be on 


the November ballot as the de-

congressional offices. One or two 
other parties may secure places 
on the ballot with partially-filled 
tickets, it is believed.

In most cases the problem of 


obtaining good seed corn can be 
handled locally, in the opinion oi 
the corn specialists of Bureau of 
Plant Industry. In almost ever} 
community, they say, 
there 
I: 


enough good seed corn now avail 
able for the farmers of that com 
munity. 
Farmers should make 


arrangements for seed 
supplie 


right away, as much of this 1933 
corn will be fed this winter. 


On farms where part of the 


1933 
crop is stored under 
Gov 


ernment seal there will be no sect 
problem. One of the requirement 
for a Government loan on corn 
was the signing of a 
corn-hog 


contract. ,. Every farmer who has 
corn under seal will' get benefit 
payments from the A. A. A. Many 
farmers 
expect 
to 
use 
these 


checks to pay off a part or all of 
their corn loans. 
Corn for seed 


usually sells at somewhat higher 
than the regular grain prices, BO 
the farmer who has good seed 
corn for sale is in a fortunate po- 
sition. 


If farmers will begin at once 


to locate seed for 
next 
spring 


there is no reason for an acute 
situation to develop relative 
to 


seed corn supplies because a bush- 
el of corn will plant six or seven 
acres, whereas several times this 
quantity is needed for the other 
cereal grains. 
Where a farmer 


plants 80 acres of corn he will 
need only about 13 
bushels of 


seed. 
This would be only 
one 


day's supply for a herd 
of 
40 


steers or 100 hogs. 


In some areas it is true that 


it may be somewhat difficult to 
obtain seed of the varieties the 
farmers are accustomed to grow- 
ing, 
because 
of 
extreme 
dry 


weather in 1933 as well as 
in 


1934. Even in these areas it will 
sometimes be possible to locate a 
small patch planted in a river 
or creek bottom where there wa? 
enough moisture to make a limit- 
ed number of ears. 


An important point that should 


be emphasized is that even small 


ears or nubbins grown from 
a 


good strain of corn in a poor year 
make satisfactory seed if the ker- 
nels are well developed. This is 
true because such corn has all of 
the hereditary characters neces- 
sary to produce fine ears under 
favorable 
environmental condi- 


tions. 
This fact is often 
over- 


looked in selecting seed corn. 


Corn 
ordinarily 
retains 
its 


viability for two or three years 
if it is 
thoroughly 
dried 
and 


stored under favorable conditions 
Corn from the 1932 crop might 
even be used for seed next spring 
provided it is tested for germina- 
tion. 
This precaution applies to 


the 1933 crop as well, and is con- 
sidered good farm practice under 
normal conditions.

September 19 


September 19 will be observed as 


Yom Kippur, the Day 
of Atone- 


ment, by the Jews throughout the 
world. 
It is the great fast of the 


Jewish year. 
From sunset of the 


18th until sunset of the 19th, the 
observant Jew neither eats nor 
drinks', but devotes the day to fer- 
vent worship. 
Yom Kippur is dis- 


tinctive among Jewish holidays, in 
that it is not associated with nature 
or with history, u is purely sub- 
jective, a day for the searching of 
the heart to find peace with God. 


The fast originated in Biblical 


times, and is described in the six- 
teenth chapter of the Book of Levi- 
ticus. 
In those days the people 


fasted 
and 
afflicted 
themselves 


while the high priest made atone- 
ment for the entire house of Israel. 
This atonement was made in an- 
cient fashion by animal sacrifices, 
and especially by the symbolism of 
driving the scapegoat into the wil- 
derness to bear away the sins of 
the people. 


Today prayers take the place of 


sacrifices. 
In 
modern 
Judaism 


prayer !s the right 
form 
of 
ap- 


proaching God. 
Jews devote the 


Day ot Atonement to prayer for the 
forgiveness 
of their sins. 
They 


avoid all ordinary and material in- 
terests on this Sabbath 
of 
Sab- 


baths. 
The fasting Is abrogated, 


however, for children, old people, 
and the sick, or in times of famine 
and pestilence, or such contingen- 
cies as are incident to war. 


The aim of Yom Kippur is atone-' 


ment and reconciliation with God 
and man through prayer and re- 
pentance. 
These contain no ele- 


ment of mediation through either 
a redeemer or a sacrifice. True 
repentance 
comes 
only 
through 


change of heart and a sincere ef- 
fort to better one's life and con- 
duct. Each human being stands be- 
fore his Maker seeking him in hon- 
esty to make his record clean. 


A feature of Yom Kippur is the 


memorial service. Men and women 
think of their dear departed and of 
the great and good 
who 
served 


mankind. A loving fervor animates 
these players by which the memory 
of the departed is 
honored 
and 


their ideals are preserved.
